Tommy  and  Jimmy  Dorsey,  two 
entertainers  who  had  the  rare 
ability  to  delight  music  lover3 
over  a  period  of  two  decades,  to¬ 
gether,  or  with  their  own  individ¬ 
ual  orchestras,  pleased  audiences 
from  coast  to  coast. 

Dorseys  Organized  in  1934 

In  1934  the  Dorseys  organized 
their  orchestra,  after  playing  for 
other  orchestras  for  about  ten 
years.  Bob  Crosby  was  their  vo¬ 
calist,  Ray  McKinley  played  the 
drums,  and  the  late  Glenn  Miller 
played  second  trombone. 

In  1936,  Tommy  and  Jimmy  dpi 
elded  to  go  their  individual  ways. 
Nearly  17  years  of  separation  fol¬ 
lowed.  The  separation  ended  at 
the  Hollywood  Palladium,  where 
Jimmy  was  playing  nn  engage¬ 
ment.  Tommy  and  his  orchestra 
were  the  next  attraction,  and  as 
a  sort  of  “preview  of  coming  at¬ 
tractions,”  Tommy  played  with 
Jimmy’s  band.  Audience  response 
was  so  favorable  that  they  decided 


hear  someone  or  some  group  do  its  job  excellently.  Whether 
speech-making,  brick-laying,  or  dancing  is  his  specialty,  an  expert 
is  respected  and  admired  by  all  who  see  him. 

This  holds  true  especially  for  professional  musicians.

Although  he  started  playing 
when  he  was  very  young,  it  took 
the  sound  of  Louis  Armstrong  to 
settle  Lee’s  mind  that  he  wanted 
to  make  the  trumpet  his  instru¬ 
ment.  The  names  of  “Mr.  Trump¬ 
et”  and  "Prince  of  the  Trumpet" 
— a  name  which  he  has  been  call¬ 
ed  by  Jackie  Gleason — arc  now 
well  attributed  to  Lee’s  capabili¬ 
ties  and  achievements.

High  Schools  Arc  Faulty 

When  quizzed  about  tlie  reason 
for  the  nation's  falling  behind  in 
producing  first  rate  scientists,  Dr. 
Strong  answered,  “Many  high 
schools  do  not  have  adequate  facili¬ 
ties  for  teaching  science.  They, 
are  not  as  well  equipped  as  when 
I  attended  high  school.  Some, 
however,  like  Rock  Port  and  Rich¬ 
mond  higli  schools,  have  recently 
added  fine  new  science  laborator-  * 
ies  to  their  department. 

"High  schools  should  put  more 
emphasis  on  scholarships — in  all 
branches  of  study.  The  granting 
of  these  scholarships  should  pull 
more  really  intelligent  people  into 
the  science  field.  Adequate  train¬ 
ing  should  be  provided  in  mathe¬ 
matics,  English  composition,  and 
the  sciences  in  high  school  so  that 
the  graduate  can  proceed  with  ad¬ 
vanced  college  science  work,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Strong. 

"It  is  tragedy  for  the  high  school 
graduate  who  wants  to  pursue  ad¬ 
ditional  education  and  finds  his 
diploma  not  of  much  use.  He  is 
inadequately  prepared  in  mathe¬ 


matics,  grammar,  reading,  ^ 
the  rudiments  of  physics  and 
chemistry.  If  the  general  pubiij 
would  put  sufficient  pressure  on 
school  administrators,  many  of  the 
pathetic  conditions  would  be  rera. 
edled." 

Department  Offers  Mnny  Coursei 

Dr.  Strong  says  that  the  contbv 
ued  advancement  of  our  standard 
of  living  is  so  dependent  on  highly 
trained  scientists  that  it  is  really 
imperative  that  we  provide  tht 
proper  atmosphere  and  adequat« 
equipment  in  high  school  and  cot 
lege  so  that  the  supply  of  scientists 
that  we  have  may  be  recruited  and 
trained. 

A  fine  annual  program  In  physiJ 
cal  science  and  chemistry  is  open 
to  the  student  here.  Tlie  firs) 
semester  program  includes  threj 
sections  of  general  chemistry  with 
50  students  in  each  section,  one 
clnss  of  26  in  qualitative  analysis, 
and  one  class  of  qualitative  chem¬ 
istry,  one  clnss  of  24  in  quantitative 
chemistry,  and  three  sections  ol 
60  each  in  physical  science  lab. 

Second  semester  courses  include 
one  section  of  50  in  general  chem¬ 
istry  lnb,  two  sections  of  50  each! 
in  general  chemistry  lie,  two  sec¬ 
tions  of  60  each  in  physical  science 
lnb,  one  section  of  physical  chem 
istry,  one  class  of  qualitative  an¬ 
alysis,  and  one  class  of  quantitative 
analysis.
